General Hospitals need not send pathological specimens to these hosp- 
itals unless consultation is desired but will forward all autopsy material and 
protocols and all surgical specimens in which tumor is found or suspected, as 
well as all interesting pathological specimens of any nature direct to the 
Director, Army Wedical ltuseum, 7th and Independence Ave, S.\W., Washington, D.C. 
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
